sisted of a low basement cfcr.mber. .at 
the entrance of which fire was btirned. 
By this means the room above was 
warmed, and.;also other neighboring 
rooms by fine? which extended along 
the floors and upward inside the walls. 
The water for the baths was warraed 
in tanks by the heat from the hypo- 
caust and was. siphoned from one tank 
to another, the different temperatures 
being regulated by the distance of rfee 
tank from the hypocaust. Many of the 
braziers from 
Pompeii -had water 


tanks at one end. the ancestors of the 
present waterbaclis of our modern 
ranges.
